Here again the morneii turn 
created by his personal strength 
probably made possible the elec- 
tion of his colleagues on the tick- 
et, all of whom trailed substan- 
tially behind htm. 1946 saw his 
personal management of the cam- 
paign wrest 
14 out of 17 maior 


county positions from the Demo- 
crats. 


Without the brilliance of his 
leadership, there might well be 
no 
Republican party in 
Illinois 


today. Without his alert 
cam- 
paigning and ability to um. there 
might have developed no 
deter- 


rent force to the 
unbounded 
growth of New Dealism in 
the 


Middle West. 
His political acu- 
men has been one of the principal 
influences that nationally stopped 
the leftist swing from-going to 
destructive extremes. 
Even if we were to assume for 
the sake of argument that he 
made ajnistake of judgment m 
the 194 / mayoral campaign, is the 
position of those who now rail 
against him any different from 
the 
aforesaid inebriated alumni 
who can tolerate only a record 
of 100 per cent 
of wins, even 
though they themselves contribu- 
ted little or nothing to anv single 
win? 


I do not now expatiate on his 
excellent record as the chief ex- 
ecutive of our state. Were all de- 
tails revealed, reviewed and ap- 
raisedL he would stand out as a 
brilliant administrator, a progres- 
sive yet conservative leader, and 
a defender of the substantial eco- 
nomic and spiritual values of the 
life of our state.

If the world does not accept this 
world organization it is headed for 
international suicide in a third 
World War.

tional power .must be based on a 
spiritual fundation, he declared.
